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1 . In paragraph 5 of Reference A we stated that we would oontime to de- 
velop ABSASSCSsJARY 37 for the purpose of recruiting ax«i training him in the 
capacity of a EEDSKXM traveller or- of a REDSKIN spotter. A/29 has been in 
contact with A/37 since the writing of Reference A and has elicited suffi- 
cient adverse information to oast doubts on the bona fide# of A/3? and 
therefore to warrant the c&noeftsfcion of our operational planning for A/37. 

'We do not wish to alert A/37 of our suspicions of Ms bona fides end there- 
fore will not break off our contact suddenly. We will wi didraw slowly i'roui 
•the relationship and in due time stop all contact with him. la view of thi£ 
decision we will not be able to provide Headquarters the information re- 
quested in Reference B» which we have just received. 

2. We are forwarding under separate cover & PitQ Part I for A/3?» W© 
have attached to this PRO X the information which A/29 ©limited from A/3? 
since it forms in fact a part ' of his biography. A/29 elicited this infor- 
mation during meetings in which A/29 was . developing A/37 «nd was attempting 
to determine whether the wife of A/37 had changed her mind about. A/5? * s 
proposed trip to the USSR*. ^ A/3? told A/29 that not only had his wife not 
changed her mind, but that in addition her parents were now strongly. op- 
posed to A/37*s trip. Her parents were afraid that A/37 w«ixd bs arrested 
by the Soviets and they refused to allow A/3?*s wife to accompany him. 

Since a/ 37 8 s wife would not allow A/37 to make the trip alone, A/37 has de~ . 
cided not to visit the USSR this year. A/29 then inquired whether the 
family opposition was the only reason why A/37 had changed his mind. A/37 
replied in the negative and in explanation admitted that there were &m& 
sensitive episodes in his life which he felt were sufficient t.o make hi® 
concerned for hia safety while in the USSR. A/37 stated that he load act 
mentioned these incidents to A/29 previously because he did not lawsw A/29 
to© well, because these facts might have raised seise apprehensions on the 
part of A /29 and because tho retelling of these events wws unpleasant for 
A/37. A/37 said that he now realised on reconsideration that it was neces- 

sary to relate these stories to A/29 as an explanation of his change cf 
mind. During these discussions A/3? said that he now planned to visit hie 
parents and brother- in Poland this year instead off visiting the USSR and, 
if possible, to make contacts with Polish artists. A/37 believed that he 
would not run any great risk in visiting Poland and that if he incurred no 
difficulty in Poland ha could visit the USSR safely next year. A/37 thou 
suggested that perhaps his brother, who lives in Poland, could visit, the 
USSR easier than A/37 and would he able to relate to a/ 37 his impressions 
of the Ukraine on his return. A/37 said he thought that this would be a 
much safer way to obtain Impressions for AEBEEH1VE and th«t he had no doubts 
of his brothers reliability. A/37 added that he was waiting for an affida- 
vit from his brother to the effect that. he, A/37* would not bee oa© a public 
charge if he visited Poland, which affadavit is required prior to applying 
for* a visa to Poland. A/29 was careful not to show too great an interest . 
in the operational opportunity offered here and this matter was dropped at 
this point. 
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•The biography provided by A/37 is neither* complete nor 
hensible and it is full of gaps and improbable statements. A/29 states xnac. 
it is quit© different from the first story A/37 told him. For
